Must We Have Fake Traffic Laws? 

The curse of American highways today is the un- 
enforced traffic law, the bogus speed limit. From 
coast to coast, motorists are confronted with traffic 
regulations so unrealistic that police don't even TRY 
to enforce them. 

Writing in the December Reader's Digest, Don 
Wharton says, "Highway studies have proved again 
and again that unreasonable and unenforced regula- 
tions cause motorists to lose respect for ALL traffic 
laws." 

In New York State, where highway laws haven't 
been overhauled since 1929, the speed limit Is 50. It 
applies equally to four-lane divided highways and 
two-lnhe curving roads. Motorists therefore pay little 
attention to ANY speed signs. Checks taken last yar 
at 41 sites howed that on four-lane highways 65 of 100 
drivers exceeded the speed limit. However, tests In- 
dicate that motorists who usually exceed ridiculously 
low speed limits will obey those which they believe 
justifiable. 

That the average American driver Is more care- 
ful is attested by the declining traffic-death rate des- 
pite the greater number of fatalities. The death rate 
might be lowered further by instituting reasonable 
and enforceable laws. 'In the state of Washington, 
where the speed limit was raised from 50 to 60 on 
225 miles of primary highway, fatal accidents de- 
creased 33 per cent. Other localities report similar 
declines In accident rates after raising speed limits to 
reasonable levels. • 

Certain other traffic-control regulations are 
equally unwarranted. Stop lights operating around 
the clock at sparcely traveled intersections cause rear- 
end collisions which might well be avoided by blinker 
lights. 

"Highways belong to drivers and not to bureau- 
cracies," Wharton points out. He urges that motorists 
protest, through newspapers and civic clubs, specific 
examples of unreasonable laws.

$500,000 



COPENHAGEN. Denmark — An 
American aircraft engineer said a 
rocket trip to Mars would cost 
only about $500,000. 

Kraft A. Ehricke, former German 
rocket specialist now living in. San 
Diego, Calif., gave this estimate to 
delegates to the International As- 
tronomical Federation Congress. 



Ehricke, now a missile scientist 
for Convalr Aircraft Division of 
General Dynamics Corp., said the 
$500,000 would cover an unstaffed 
rocket as a forerunner to the first 
man-mnrrylng spaceship. 

Ehricke was one of 125 space ex- 
perts and two Soviet observers at- 
tending the sixth congress of the 
federation. 

Their week-long scientific session 
suddenly turned into a major inter- 
national gathering with the an- 
nouncement that the United States 
is going ahead with construction 
of an earth satellite.

St., of the Sexauer Real Estate 
Agency. 

The Servlre committee will repre- 
sent the Salvation Army in render- 
ing social welfare assistance to the 
needy of the Antioch area. This 
help will include aiding victims of 
fires and other disasters, providing 
food, clothing, fuel,, furniture, lodg- 
ing and other emergency services 
for persons in distress, as well as 
medical, dental, surgical and optical 
care. 

In addition to giving emergency 
and supplementary aid, the com- 
mittee will also arrange for other 
traditional Salvation Army services 
such as hospitalization for unmarried 
mothers, rehabilitation of alcoholics 
and derelict men, vacations for 
needy mothers, children and golden 
agers at summer camp, work with 
prisoners and their families, aid to 
servicemen and hospitalized veter- 
ans, and any youth work in the 
community. 

Mr. Wilton. said that one of the 
Service Committee's forthcoming 
activities will be to assist the Sal- 
vation Army in conducting its an- 
nual mail appeal for funds. Special 
letters will be mailed about Novem- 
ber 30, to Antioch residents describ- 
ing the campaign. 

A portion of the funds raised in 
the mail campaign will remain with 
the treasurer of the Committee to 
carry out the assistance program in 
Antioch. The balance of the amount 
raised will help support the other 
traditional Salvation Army services. 
This same plan is followed in allo- 
cating the funds raised on the Dough- 
nut Day Tag Day held each June. 
The Antioch Service Committee 
is one of 66 such units organized 
by the Salvation Army's Metropoli- 
tan Division in Lake County, Indi- 
ana, and Lake and DuPage counties,
